have a letter from Staff Sergeant William Ridout, as spokesman for | 


the croup. 

“We have had something on our minds for some time now, and 
maybe you can help us tell it to the people of Placerville,” they say. 

Ridout is one of the men at Camp who regularly receives his 
hometown paper. which is passed around to friends and, the letter 
says. “A few of the boys have mentioned things to me and I have 
seen things in the paper that make me think. 

“It seems that the people of Placerville. not all of them, now: 
but a number of them have a little extra money on hand and think 
it nice to go on a trip to the lake or to the city for the weekend. 

“T grant you it is nice to be able to do these things. BUT, ask 
them to stop and think if that money they are spending to go on 
these trips wouldn't come in handy a little later on. after the war 
is over? 

“By that I mean, if the money has to be spent, let it be spent for 
something that will help us all at this time: because we all know 
that it will take a lot of help from the civilian population. as it will 
from the boys in the service. 

“So, if the money has to be spent. let us buy bonds and stamps:— 
it will help the buyer and will also help the boys in the service. 

“We would like to say something about those who pass a soldier 
or sailor on the road without inquiring whether they can give him a 
lift. 

“Sergeant Orval Fleming and myself. having weekend passes, 
started out to see a little of Washington and, mothers and dads of 
El Dorado County. you have no idea how many cars passed on the 
road. and they were empty. And the amount of cars for the shortage 
of rubber! You have no idea! 

“The highway was alive with them. For miles you could see 
them coming. just a steady stream of them: and this was on a two- 
lane highway. 

“It makes no difference what color they are or what outfit they 
are in, if they wear a service uniform pick them up, or stop and see 
if they are going your way.” 

The letter reports that “the boys are all fine and doing good 
work” and that they were very much pleased to hear recently that 
“old Company D” is up to its usual tricks again. “starting with 
nothing and making one of the best companies in the regiment.” 


Keep Your Home In Repair 

With fewer motor trips possible because of the gasoline. oil. and 
rubber shortage, there will be more opportunities for many people 
to discover the pleasures of owning their own homes.

DISASTER UNDER GUIDANCE OF

Lydell Peck, State Fire Marshal, 
stated today that plans are com- 
plete to meet disaster, and that 
personnel is ready to carry out fire 
rotection measures in California’s 
seven big mental hospitals, hous- 
ing approximately 28,000 wards of 
the State, the large home for the 
feebleminded, and the state pris- 
ons.” 

In announcing the “institutions 
disaster plan,” Peck stated it would 
be largely implemented and carried 
out by members of the mental in- 
Stitutions’ own fire departmenis, 
numbering 145 trained men. 

Directly responsible for the op- 
eration of the plan are Deputy 
Marshal William L. Hicks in the 
north and Deputy Marshal Max E. 
Miller in the south, Peck said.

fighting force. 

He said that most institutions are 
equipped with modern mobile ap-

000 population, and that money is 
appropriated and others are being 
equipped as fast as priorities on 
equipment can be obtained. 

The fire fighters themselves, he 
Said, are forces made up of regu- 
lar employees of the institutions, ;

Of the 1654 binoculars accepted 
by the Navy since February 10, 287 
were donated by Californians. Only 
New York with 381 donations ex- 
ceeded California.
